TIEN-TSIN, February 18.—The Chinese

Tho railioad moil at Washington 


have about given up till hope of getting 
any Funding bill througn Congress 
this bession. Their ell'ortt. to get tho 
Ueilly liill again before the House huvo 
boon unsuccessful. Tho Chairman of 
the iiuies Committee states that tho 
only condition upon which any more 
time would be given the Pacific Kail- 
road Committee is that both sides agree 
upon u compromise bill, which could 
be put through the House without op- 
position, and it is certain that 110 such 
bill will bo reported. Tho proposition 
to provide for a cash settlement of the 
railroad indebtedness to tho Govern, 
meat meets with almost ub much oppo- 
sition iirf the Iteilly bill, and it is cer- 
tain that it will not be agreed to. i'hoso 
who oppose tho bill insist that the law 
lio allowed to take its course, and that 
the mortgage be foreclosed whenever 
there is a default. That is what they 
call settlirg the debt on business prin- 
ciples. The railroads, if disposed, can 
pay what they owe the Government. 
It they do not wish to do so then, tho 
Government should collect the debt 
when it matures, us the law provided. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL OBJECTION. 


There is a constitutional objection to 


Uio proposed 
division 
of 
Washoe 


county, to which tho attention of the 
Legislature is respectfully directed. 
Article VI., Section 5, divides the [state 
iuto judicial districts, and says: "The 
Legislature may, however, provide by 
law for an alteration in the boundaries 
or divisions of the districts heiein pre- 
scribed, and also for increasing or di- 
minishing the number of judicial dis- 
tricts and judges therein. But no such 
change shall take effect except in case 
of u vacancy, or the expiration of the 
term of an incumbent of the otilce." 


This inhibits the Legislature from in- 


creasing or diminishing any of the four 
judicial districts in Nevada durijgthe 
terms of the present judges, so that no 
part of the Second Judicial Distncti 
which 
comprises 
the 
counties of 


Wushoe, Churchill and Huiuboldt can 
be annexed to the First Judicial Dis- 
trict unless in tho case of a vacancy, or 
the expiration of tho term of Judge 
Cheney. Storey, Lyon, Ormsby aud 
Douglas, all being'iu tho First Judicial 
District, can, however, be consolidated.

Siu.itor Stowart Speuki* of the Humiliat- 


ing Position of the United Stated. 


WASHINGTON, February 18—The Sen- 


ate \vaa tho center of inteiest to-day as 
a result of a warm discussion on the 
fluauual question find the personal 
criticisms on the President on Satur- 
day. 
Stewart's resolution declaring 


that the Government had no legal 
authority to buy gold coin in prefer- 
ence to silver coin for any cause what- 
ever, was called up. Stewart spoke of 
the humiliating position of the United 
States in being held by the throat by 
the gold commission, which had the 
power to "coerce and squeeze" the 
country up to next October, whoa the 
contract expired. 


Gray then took the floor. He ex- 


pressed surprise that Senators from 
Massachusetts (Lodge) and Colorado 
(VVolcott) bad bo far gone out of their 
way to indulge ill a violent assault 
upon the Executive. 
The President 


had performed the duty incumbent on 
him by law. That law was such that 
an evasion of it would have been plain 
dereliction of duty. 


Gray said that tho law made it neces- 


sary to maintain a parity between the 
motals by redeeming iu either. No 
sooner had Congress assembled than 
tho President appealed to Congress 
concerning the financial condition. A 
bill was framed on the lines suggested 
in that message, and tho Houae saw flt 
to reject it. Again the President ap- 
Hod to Congress. Gray read from tho 
President's message, urging a patriotic 
action 
to 
meet 
the 
emergency. 


Does the Senator think," interjected 


Stewart, "that the President haa re- 
established confidence in affairs by hir- 
ing the assistance of a foreign syndi- 
cate?" 


Gray said he would fully consider 


that point later. Proceeding with the 
President's message, tho Senator read 
the specific statement of law that did 
not provide for bonds payable in gold. 
At that time Lodge had not com- 
plained of the conditions clearly sot 
forth by the President, but had waited 
until now to present a scathing de 
Himeiation, 


"Having presented tho situation to 


both branches of Congress in appeals 
almost pathetic in their earnestness," 
said Gray, "the President was left 
alone to struggle with the condition 
and meet it." The Senator told of the 
tremendous drains of gold from the 
Treasury, running up to $7,000,000 in 
one wbuk shortly before tbe contract 
was made. From December 1 to the 
time of the contract $17,000,000 was 
withdrawn and only half exported' 
showing that the 
other 
half was 


hoarded at home. 
Quick action was 


necessary to prevent the country going 
to a silver basis. There was no time to 
advertise for bids for gold.

a Hole and Pull the Hole in Afte

The Gazette Publishing Company ha 


been filling the columns of its pape: 
recently with falsehoods relating to 
the county printing. 
When forbear 


ance ceased to be a virtue the JOURNAL 
offered to wager $100, the money to be 
deposited in one of the banks.aud the 
winning to be devoted to charitable 
purposes or to improving the streets, 
that the Gazette Company deliberately 
falsified the record and that the JOUR. 
NAL figures were substantially correct 
Sunday morning when the JOURNAL 
containing the above proposition ap 
peared there was commotion in the 
Publishing Company's camp. No meet- 
ing of the directors was held so far as 
known,bnt then as the directors make it 
a point to keep in the shade and disclaim 
all connection with the paper, a meet- 
ing might have been held secretly. 
However, poor Mr. Bragg, who is ex- 
pected to father all the falsehoods 
which appear in the Company's paper, 
as he is the only person who publicly 
acknowledges 
connection with

sheet, hastened to the 'Court House, 
and regardless of |the fact that it was a 
legal holiday, pressed the officers into 
service and went through the books.

f tho Mississippi reads like a romanca

073 by Joliet and Marqnette, and the 
iscovery of the falls of SS.

080, by Hennepin, little more was 
nownof the Father of Waters for near- 
ya century. In 1760 Captain Jonathan 
larver ascended the stream as far as the 
louth of Ruin river. In 1798 the fa- 
nous English astronomer and surveyor, 
),ivid Thompson, in tbe service of the 
Northwest company, reached Turtle 
nko This lake, which tends a tributary 
o the Mississippi, was for some time 
btipposcd to be the source.

•o the vicinity of tho present Little Falls 
111 Morrison county, Minn. He got no 
lurthei with boats, and BO continued his 
journey through the winter of 1805-6 on 
smmshoei and with sledges northward. 
He finally reached Leech lako. This lake 
lie mistook for the source of tho Missis- 
sippi, and his report on this subject was 
held to be correct for some years after- 
ward 


"In 1820 the Hon. Lewis Cass, ac- 


companied by Henry E. Sohoolcraft, the 
historian, wont on an exploring expedi- 
tion up the Mississippi as far as Casa 
lake, so named at the time by School- 
craft In 1823 an Italian traveler, J. C. 
Boltrnmir went over David Thompson's 
route to Turtle lake and reported that 
lake to bo the true source. Evidently, 
however, he heard from the Indians 
about Lako Itasca, for he mapped it with 
approximate accuracy, though he was 
never there and did not imagine that 
the Father of Waters sprang thence. 


"Lake Itasca was rediscovered in 


1832, when Schoolcraft, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Allen, United States army, 
tho Eev Mr. Boutwell and others, was 
guided to the lake by a Chippewa In- 
dian, known as Yellow Head. On this 
occasion Lake Itasca received its present 
name, which was made np of parts of 
the words Vcritas Capnt, signifying the 
'true head' of the river. The Latin was 
bad, for it ought to have been Verurn 
Capnt 
The lake hud previously been 


known by the French name of Lac a la 
Bicb.es, meaning Elk Lake. This was a 
;ranslation of the Chippewa Omoahko* 
Sogiagou. 


"Sohoolcraft's party made an exnmi- 


nation of Lake Itasca, being satisfied 
that they had found the true source of 
tho Mississippi Not again until 1836 
did any scientific man visit tho spot. 
This was a Frenchman, J N Nicollet, 
who tried to ascertain the source of the 


oilers of Lake Itasoa. Exploring south- 


waul, ho roacbod the springs from which 
the infant river takes its rise. It should 
bo understood that the Mississippi runs 
from its source directly northward fora 
listnuco of 00 miles before turning about 
111 a sort of fishhook bend and starting 
southward. To the baby stream, before it 
enters Lako Ita.sca, Nioollet Ravo tbe po- 
etic name of 'Cradled Achilles.' He es- 
tablished its course in connection with 
thri'o small lakes, since named Upper, 
Middle and Lower Nicollet lakes—that 
is to say, he found that the little river 
ran through two of these small lakes 
and connected with the third. This ex- 
plorer mapped the whole of the Itasoan 
basin and determined the latitude, Ion- 
gitudo and altitude with such accuracy 
that subsequent surveys have only con 
armed and amplified his observations. 


"The whole subject of which I have 


been speaking was befogged and thrown 
into dispute recently by a certain Cap- 
tain Glazier, who, apparently for no 
other purpose than to advertise himself, 
published his alleged discovery of anew 
and true source of the Mississippi. By 
reducing tho size of Lake Itasca, ignor- 
ing Nicollet's Cradled Achilles, magni- 
fying n small side lake which he called 
Lake- U lazier, and by stretching out one 
of the feeders of the latter, he produced 
a distorted map which actually imposed 
on the Royal Geographical society oi 
Ureat Britain. Many of the errors thm 
originated have crept into the standard 
maps of the United States. 


"It may be said that there is nothing 


further to be learned about the tine 
source of the Father of Waters. As a 
matter of essential fact, the true Upper 
Mississippi is tie river called the Mis- 
souri The stream that flows from Lak< 
I tasca is merely a tributary 1 ought no 
to forgot to mention that I walked alonj 
tbe bed of the stream termed by Captain 
Glazier the infant Mississippi for a con- 
siderable distance dry shod. The little 
brook was dried np Late measurements 
luwo reduced the length ct the Missis- 
sifTii from 3,184 miles to 2,555 miles."
